4 Senators 
Seek To Close 
Tax Loopholes 


WASHINGTON 
— Four 
Democratic senators called to­ 
day for legislation they said 
would close tax loopholes and 
bring in additional revenues 
estimated 
at two 
and 
one- 
fourth billion dollars. 
Such legislation was prepar­ 
ed for introduction by Sens. 
Joseph S. Clark (Pa.), William 
Proxmire (Wis.), Eugene ,T. Mc­ 
Carthy (Minn.) and Paul H. 
Douglas (111 ). 
Clark’s bill would eliminate 
numerous luxury items now- 
taken as ordinary business ex­ 
pense deductions for tax pur­ 
poses. These would include en­ 
tertainment at night clubs, the­ 
aters and sporting events, as 
well as maintenance of yachts, 
hunting lodges, gifts between 
businessmen, c o u n t r y club 
dues, and travel to conventions 
outside the United States. 
Proxmire’s bill would with­ 
hold the tax at the source on 
certain dividend and interest 
payments, as is now done in 
the case of wages and salaries 
McCarthy’s bill would repeal 
the 1954 special credit and ex­ 
clusion from taxation of in­ 
come from dividends. 
Douglas’ bill would reduce 
the oil and gas depletion allow- 
ance on a sliding scale basis by 
reducing the existing 271/* per 
cent depletion allowance to 15 
per cent for those who receive 
income from oil and gas prop- \ 
erties in excess of five million 1 
dollars per year, and to 21 per j 
cent for those with oil and gas ( 
income between one and five \ 
million dollars a vear. 


The vote was 203-177, with 
a coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democratic conser­ 
vatives on the losing side. 
Some cuts below’ the amount 
proposed by the Banking Com­ 
mittee seemed likely before 
general passage, however.

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TODAY'S EDIT ORIAL 
Visitors Bureau Lauded 
For Convention Assistance 


The 82nd annual convention of the 
Native Sons of the Golden West, held in 
San Rafael, ended today and the 600 or 
more people drawn here by the event 
are on their way home again to various 
parts of the state. 
We hope they enjoyed their visit 
here. We hope they will come back 
again— and not wait seventy years to do 
so as was the case after their last pre­ 
vious convention here in 1889. 
Theirs was the first sizable conven­ 
tion to be attracted to Marin since the 
San Rafael Chamber of Commerce and 
the Marin Development Foundation be­ 
came interested a couple of years ago 
in the prospect of developing a tourist 
and convention “industry” here. 
Both the chamber s Visitors Bu­ 
reau and the foundation “did them­ 
selves proud*’ in assisting in conven­ 
tion arrangements. 
Programs were supplied, welcome 
banners arranged for and other assist­ 
ance given to the Native Sons conven­ 
tion committee— headed by D. Frank 
Monte of San Anselmo— by the Visitors 
Bureau and the Development Founda­ 
tion. 
Both organizations deserve a “well 
done” for their assistance. 
Now comes the job of studying the 
situation to see what can be done to im­ 
prove convention facilities — so as to 
attract more in the future. 


The sooner the Visitors Bureau and/ 
or the Development Foundation are able 
to persuade somebody to construct more 
hotel or motel accommodations here, 
the better. We cannot hope to attract 
many convention groups in the 500-plus 
size unless or until we have more ade­ 
quate accommodations, preferably “un­ 
der one roof.” 


An improvement less difficult to 
bring about would be to provide for bet­ 
ter and more complete “welcome” dec­ 
orations in the San Rafael downtown 
area. 


It is to the credit of the Visitors Bu­ 
reau and the Development Foundation, 
as well as a few scattered businesses, 
that some flags and bunting were in 
evidence. 


But there needs to be much more vis­ 
ual display if visitors are to feel wel­ 
come, and tow nspeople are to remember 
that visitors are among us in substantial 
numbers. 


As we say, this improvement is not 
difficult to bring about. More income 
from increased membership in the Vis­ 
itors Bureau and Development Founda­ 
tion would enable those organizations to 
arrange for improved street decorations 
during conventions— as well as do a 
score of other things to attract more 
tourists and conventions to Marin.

Promotion Day Is Almost Here! 


(What About Child Who Fails?) 


Promotion day is coming. It’s 
a day of reckoning, and I don’t 
mean maybe. Most of our chil­ 
dren will be promoted to high­ 
er grades. It’ll be a great day; 
for them. Remember how hap­ 
py you felt on promotion day? j 


But how about the others? 
How about the few children 
who will be told to return to 
the same grade after vacation? 
They have problems. Do you 
have a boy who may repeat his 
grade next year? Were you told 
many weeks ago that he might 
not be promoted? Did you talk 
with his teacher and the prin­ 
cipal about it** Were your qeus- 
tions answered? Nonpromotion 
should not come as a surprise. 
You and your son should be 
prepared. 


Did you share in the decision 
to have him repeat? And did he 
share in it too? Does he see 
the point? Or does he think 
he’s being treated unfairly? His 
feelings 
matter 
a 
lot. 
I ve 
watched hundreds of children 
repeat grades. I’ve found that 
good results are most Hkely 
when 
the 
youngsters 
them ­ 
selves agree on the need. Then 
they have the right attitudes. 
They don’t think of the repeat­ 


ing as punishment. They see it 
as the best thing to do. 
If you have a repeater, don’t 
shame him. Encourage him. Let 
him feel your support. Don’t 
let him believe you think he is 
dumb. Don’t accuse him of not 
trying. He’ll be going through 
a difficult time. 
1 always ask to have an in­ 
dividual 
psychological 
study 
made of children in danger of 
nonpromotion. Without indivi­ 
dual study parents and teach­ 
ers can’t be sure they’re right. 
With them they can act more 
wisely. 1 suggest you take your 
failing boy to a psychologist. 
You'll find one on the faculty of 
the nearest college. Have both 
intelligence 
and achievement 
tests given. Listen carefully to 
the advice the psychologist of­ 
fers you. Be sure the informa­ 
tion gets to the school too.
